Under the Federal law, every person 
who has combined with others in any 
way to bring about sua conditions is 
liable to indictment, and on convi-tion. 
to a year in jail and a fine of $500 201 
each offense. 


Federal Law Severe. 

The same penalty is provided for ey. 
ery person WI. has morvupolized or at. 
tempted to monopoiize “interstate 
trade“ in any article, even if mo combi 
nation has been made fur the purpose. 

It is also indictable under the Federa 
law to make any contract of any kind 
with this purpose in view, or to enter 
into any combination or agreement of 
any kind for such an object. 

The testimony, as it nue progressed 
has become more and more compelling 
in its interest, as it invoives the dou 
ble question of whether eubskliary coin 
panies, operating. in Missouri under 
Missouri charters, shall have - thes: 
charters forfeited by the State and ot 
whether individuals engaged in carry 
ing out the pluns of such corporations 
will be heid to responsibility to Federal 
law for individual acts, which, if the 
testimony of the witnesses is accept. 
ed as credible, make them liable to in- 
dictment and to imprisonment on con- 
viction in the Federal courts.

State’s Power Inadequate. 

This is an illustration of how the 
power of the single State is on triai 
in the case of combinations so vast thai 
they involve the entire United States. 
In auch a case, the power of the State 
is convinced of inadequacy, amounting 
The power of A 
demonstrates itself in euch 
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A case as greater than that of the State, 
so much greater that it is able to use 
one set of state laws for nullifying an- 
other. 

In cases where the State law provides, 
as the Federal law clearly does, that 
individuals engaged in unlawful corpor- 
ate combinations or acting individually 
in violation of law shall be indictable 
and on conviction Hable to imprison- 
ment, the power of the State has been 
put on trial by indictments returned and 
extraditions issued for individuals be- 
yond the State border, operating ‘by 
mail, teleplrone or telegraph to direct 
violations of State law inside the bor- 
ders of the State. 

Here again, the power of the State 
when tested has been convicted of fu- 
tility, for not only are extruditions in 
such cases dishonored as ua result of 
political pull!“ but legal theories. are 
interposed under whieh the State is 
restfained from proceeding against suen 
instigators and managers of violations 
of its laws, the ground being that it is 
lu the nature of ‘‘extra-territorial jucis- 
Jiction.”’ 


Federal Government Concefned. 


In such a case as this, if the State 
Supreme Court holds the evidence con- 
clusive, and forfeits local charters fur 
the subsidiary corporations, controlled 
from 26 Broadway, then the power o 
the Federal Government is tested by 
the evidence of the record, showing vio- 
lations of Federal law in Missouri, as 
part of a system involving the same 
plans for controlling trade in every 
State of the country. 


It is in this view, that the cumula- 
tive evidence of the record already 
made in the Missouri proceeding, de- 
comes overshadowing in its importance, 
presenting on its face the whole ques- 
tion or the power or the Impotence of 
both State and Federal governmenis 
when opposed by such a combination 
as the evidenod illustrates. 

Except as the main questions on 
which it bears are clearly understood 
and kept in mind, the testimony has al. 
ready become so voluminous as to be 
practically unintelligible. In the light of 
these questions, however, it is simple 
and easily comprehended throughout. 
They are as follows: 

1. Is the business of buying and sen- 
ing of] in Missouri so controlled that it 
is monopolized and the buyer put at 
the mercy of the seller, under such

3. Are the Waters-Pierce Oi] Co. and 
the Republic Oil Co. as now operated 
in Missouri subsidiary companies of the 
Standard Oi, interests“ controlled in 
their Missouri operations by the sys- 
tem of control which operates gener- 
ally wherever the Rockefeller or Stand- 
ard Oil system operates? 

4. If not actually owned by the Stand- 
ard Oil interests, are the Waters- 
Pierce and the Republic Oil compan es 
operating in Missouri in agreement 
with these interests or otherwise to 
control and dictate the price of, oil 
through any corporation, partnership 
or individual’ action by means of any 
“pool, trust, agreement, combination, 
confederation or understanding“ with 
any corporation or corporations, person 
or persons? 

5. „Have the Standard Oil Co. and the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co. entered into a 
combination to so divide the State of 
Missouri that they will avoid competing 
Wilh each other and force the buyer to 
accept prices dictated by them without 
ithe possibility usually exisiing of buying 
elsewhere as under the normal and law- 
ful conditions of trade, he would be 
able to do? 

6. Is the Waters-Pierce company as 
now organised actually controiled by tae 
control of a majority of its stock in the 
hands of the “Hockefeller’ interests? 

7. Is the Republic Oil Co. a bona- 
fide corporation, or merely a subsidiary 
corporation of the Standard Oil Co., or- 
ganized by that company to make a 
show of competition where none exists, 
and to sell oil at prices fixed by the 
Standard Oil Co.? 


The Chief Issues. 

While the evidence as a whole is de- 
veloped with a direct general bearing on 
these questions, it develops other ques- 
tions of far-reaching interest in the tes- 
timony of sufferers under the methods 
used in preventing the opening of the 
Missouri market to lawfully trade in 
oll. These questions are:

4. Have the Standard Oil Co. and its 
subsidiary companies been able to pre- 
vent or cripple competition in the Mis- 
souri market by “inside freight rates,“ 
rebates or other forms of discrimination 
on the part of: railroads which, as a 
whole, operate to prevent an open mar- 
ket for oil in the State? 


What State Would Prove. 


In his information and statement of 
what he expects to prove, the Attorney- 
General, in opening the investigation 
in St. Louls on June 20, declared that, 
during and since 1901, the Standard Ou 
Co. and the Waters-Pierce Ol Co. have 
operated together to control 
of ol] in Missouri so as virtually to 
close the Missouri market, by throwing 
their combined weight against the at- 
tempt Of competing companies to do 
business in the Missouri field, which, 
by agreement in viclation of law, they 
have divided between themselves with 
the Republic Ol Co. co-operating with 
them, as against other dealers in oll 

The Attorney-General declared that, 
under this agreement, the Standard Ou 
Co. took control of territory mostly 
north of the Missouri River and the 
Waters-Pierce cumpany of territory 
mostiy south of the Missouri.

purpose which the law prohibits, 

In outlining the methods, general and 
local, through which what are known 
as the Rockefeller interests“ operate. 
the Attorney-General has made part of 
the record a fuller definition of present 
conditions than the public has had since 
the new plans of monopoly were put in 
force. 

„This investigation,“ he said. win 
require a certain consideration of the 
general proposition of pools, trusts, con- 
spiracies, etc. We go back into the be- 
ginning of these trusts and combina- 
tions in this country and we find that 
at their inception, they largely consist- 
ed of agreements, written or oral, en- 
tered into by different parties that they 
would sell only at a certain price or 
that they would sell only in certain 
quantity. But ine courts very quickly 
placed their condemnation on such 
agreements and they fell into disre- 
pute. 

„Then they proceeded to the next 
step, and, with the ingenuity of the 
best-trained legal minds, they could se- 
cure in this country, they adopted the 
plan of the holding corporation which 
would transfer t..eir assets and stock 
to some one corporation which would 
then direct the operation of the num 
ber of different companies in the ac- 
complishment of the purpose for which 
they were combined. 

“But such agreements were too open. 
They defeated the purpose for which 
they were formed, because the exist- 
ence of the trust and the combination 
appeared upon the very face of the sit- 
uation and was thus apparent to every- 
body.

History of Waters-Pierce Co. 


“It will be shown in evidence that the 
Waters-Pierce Ofl Co. was  orig- 
ally organized in the State of Missouri 
in 1878 The capital stock of the original 
company was, I believe, $100,000, which 
was afterwards increased to $400,000. At 
the time this company was organized, 
the Consolidated Tank Line Co., 
of which one Alexander MacDonald was 
the dominant and controlling influence, 
was doing business in Missouri with 
headquarters at Kansas City. Shortly 
after the organization of the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co. and (following a 
brief period of competition between it 
and the Consolidated Tank Line Co. 
an arrangement was made be- 
tween these two companies by which a 
certain part of the State of Missouri 
lying for the most part north of the 
Missouri river was assigned to the re 
solidated Tank Line Co. and 
certain part of the State of — 
lying for the most part south of the 
Missouri river was assigned to the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co. 

“About this time, the evidence will 
show, the Standard Ol Co, was 
starting on that career of commercial 
aggresslon and aggrandizement that has 
resulted in the development of one of 
the most gigantic and all-powerful com- 
mercial enterprises that the human mind 
has ever known, or in all probability, 
will ever know in the future. 

“As the original Standard on Ca. 
increased the power and secured 
a practical control of the output of oll 
in the East und of the sale of oil in 
the Eastern States, it began to look to 
the West and to the Mississippi River 
for the accomplishment of the original 
design and purpose of the master min!

Pierce company. 


Its Aggressiveness Disappears. 

George P. Jones, an independent oil 
dealer of North Main street, St. Louis. 
testified that the Standard Oil-Co, had 
acquired control..of the Consolidated 
Tank Co. of Kansas City and that since 
the Republic company had taken control 


mer & Teagle Co. it was not nearly as 
aggressive against the Waters-Plierce 
company. 

Everything testified to in showing the 
operations of the Republic and Waters- 
Plerce companies explains itself when it 
is connected by the testimony of wit- 
nesses with general plans of monopoly 
control dictated localiy in Missouri and 
other States by the Standard Oil Co. 
and other Rockefeller interests“ from 
the general New York headquarters of 
the system.“ ’ 

The evidence already made a matter of 
record shows the ‘‘Rockefeller inter- 
ests’’ with their focus at 26 Broadway, 
operating in Missouri, Illinois, Indtana, 
Kentucky and other states through a 
system whose only imaginable purpose 
is that of nullifying the law which 
makes it criminal to close a market 
against competition. 


The Restraint of Trade. 


The only imaginable purpose for the 
long series of acts testified’ to as de- 
veloping in all parts of the Missouri 
market with their system dictated from 
No. 26 Broadway, is to ‘‘restrain trade 
among the states“ as well as in Mig- 
souri. 

Except as local developments in Mis- 
souri are thus referred back by the evi- 
dence to “No. 26 Broadway,“ there is 
no logic in them and no logical expla- 
nation for them, When thus viewed, 
however, they become systematic and 
entirely logical as illustrations of the 
workings of a machine of enormous 
reach and power, taking in every cross- 
road town in the State and calculating 
the proflis from dictating at the cross- 
roads store as carefully as on the gen- 
eral trade of a city like“ St. Louis. 

As an illustration of the testimony de- 
veloped by the Attorney-General show- 
ing the general logic of the situation, 
W. N. Davis of Kansas City testified 
that when acting as agent several vears 
ago for the Consolidated Tank Line Co. 
this company, supposably independent, 
was really controlled from the Stand- 
ard Oil Co.’s New York office. He him- 
self reported to Cincinnati, but he cor- 
responded with the New York office and 
Knew Frank Rockefeller. 8. H. Payne 
and Alexander MacDonald. 

“Anything they suggested was done,”’ 
re’ said. In testifying to the system 
of breaking down attempts to sell 
against the Standard Oil Co. and the 
companies in combination with it. he 
testified that the recelvine clerks of 
railroads over which independent deal- 
ers shipped supplied the Standard com- 
bination regularly with reports of such 
shipments. On receiving such reports 
fram the railroad offices. the Standard 
combination recorded them and then in- 
structed its agent in the district to 
which the oil had been shipped to see 
the man and get his business away from 
the outsider.

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Other witnesses testified that, while

The “system” was to get the informa- 
tion 6f competition from the railroad or- 
fice as soon as competition was threut- 
ened, then to throttle it, and after hav- 
ing done so, to take all that could be 
got at any given point for ot] regard- 
less of the price of oil in markets 


where some competition still existed. 
H. J. Cohn, formerly with the Waters- 
Pierce company, testified that prices 
varied from 1 to 8 cents a lion for 
ail sold in different towns, this varia- 
thon being determined by the presence 
or absence of possible competition at 
the time. As part of the combination, 
the Waters-Pierce company, at the 
time he left its employment, controlled 
from 8 to 90 per cent, of the business 
of the territory assigned to it on the 
map of the Btate by the Standard. 
George UU. Hendricks of St. Louis, 
connected for ove 15 years with the 
Waters-Pierce company, testified that 
when that company reorganized, after 
the Texas ouster proceedings against 
it, it had a new Vice-President, Mr. R. 
B. Tinslay, supplied to it from 26 
Broadway.“ The Attorney-General in- 
troduced letters and other evidence 
mt apd that after this reorganization 
of the Waters-Plerce company it mere- 
iy announced the dissolution of the 
old company to its former employes, 
and after informing them of their re- 
tention for their former duties at their 
former salaries, went on as before, 
except for changes in the control cf 
its stock taking place during the ame 
period, 


The Texas “Reorganization.” 


In testifying to operations of the 
Waters-Pierce company during his con- 
nection with it. Mr. Hendricks said in 
answer to the Attorney-General’s ques- 


tions bearing on its reorganization and 
ite general relations to the New York 
effices of the Standard Oil Co.: 

H. Clay Pierce continued as Presi- 
dent of the company until May, 1901, At 
that time they were having trouble in 
the State of Texas and they reincor- 
porated in Missouri. After the reincor- 
poration Mr. Pierce's position was that 
of chairman of the Board of Directors 
and Mr. Andrew M. Finley became 
President of the company. That change 
lasted about six months, but 1 made a 
mistake in stating the date. It took 
place before the trouble in Texas.

Trust’s Auditor Checked Books. 


The witness also 
of Missouri as divided between the 
Standard and Waters-Pierce companies 
und confirmed the division from nis 
knowledge of the business of the com- 
panies und of orders sent to the Wa- 
ters-Pierce company and returned to 
the local agents of the Standard when- 
ever they came from the “Standard di- 
vision” of Missouri His Lestimony then 
dealt with a point developed first by 1:. 
J. Cohn who incidentally divulged te 
(fact that tne Waters-Pierce company 
ani the Republic company had their 
books checked regularly by a travel 
ing auditor’ of the Stanuatd Vil Co, li 
reply to the Attorney-General s ques- 
tion. in this connection, Mr. Cohn Said: 

“Shortly after the Republic Wil Co. 
bought out Schoiield, Schurmer & 
Teagie, I had a conversation about the 
Republic company with Mr. C. M. Ack- 
ert, manager of the Missouri dWision vf 
the Waters-Pierce Oil Co. Scholield, 
Schurman & ‘Teagle had been quite 
hard competitors and on this change 
we did not know whether they were 
still competitors or not. When { asked 
Mr. Ackert he also was in doubt aad 
didn't know himself until he found out.

“Yes, sir; what he told you he found

“An employe of the Waters! leroe 
Oil Co. looked at the register at Spring- 
field and saw the same auditor for the 
Standard Oil Co. who checked up the 
Waters-Pierce Oil Co. books in St. 
Louis. His name was Stein. He was 4 
traveling auditor for the Standard com- 
pany, as Mr. Ackert told me. After 
that we simply wa!ted results with ref- 
erence to the Republic company in our 
territcry and did not find them very 
aggressive: competitors. I would reach 
a point where the Republic had sold to 
one of our customers and would report 
it in detail. The reason given by Mr. 
Ackert that they did undersell us was 
that they probably had some cause and 
he said that we need not fear future 
lower prices.”’ 


How Trust Auditors Worked. 


Taking up this point from Mr. Cohn, 
the Attorney-General asked questions 
developing the following from Mr. Hen-

He was President for 
years of the Consolidated Tank Line 
Co. and later President of the Standard 
Oil Go. of Kentucky and a member of 
the Executive Committee of the Stund- 
ard O31 Co, of New Jersey, which has 
its offices at 26 Broadway, New York. 
The Standard Oil Co. of Kentucky nev- 
er had a New York Office of its own to 
my knowledge. They always had a 
representative at 26° Broadway in the 
shape of a vice-president. I remained 
of 1889. I was then transferred to the 
Peoria Tank Line Co. of Peoria, III. 
The firm of Alex MacDonald & Co. 
were the owners of the Peorta Tank 
Line Co. It handled the Standard Oils. 
in Cincinnati from 1875 until the spring 
As traveling salesman for that com- 
pany, I worked in a radius of from 75 
to 100 miles of Peoria, until I was pro- 
moted to manager of the lowa Tank 
Line Co., with offices at Davenport, 10. 
This company also sold the Standard oil 
exclusively. My N when I ve- 
came connected with this company in 
1883 extended into Missouri, and 1 nad 
a station under my charge at Trenton, 
Mo. The general offices of the Con- 
solidated Tank Line Co. were then w- 
cated at Hannibal, Mo., and it had a 
tank station at Kansas City. - 


Trust Enters Missouri. 

“T first came to know of the Consoll- 
dated Tank Line Co. when it ab- 
sorbed the lowa Tank Line Co., 
and I became its station manager, at 
Davenport. Mr. MacDonald be- 
came President of the Consolidated 
Tank Line Co. I think in 1881. 
The company continued to do business 
in Missouri until 1892, when its Missouri 
business was succeeded to by the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of Indiana. The Stand- 
ard Oil Co. of Kentucky took 
Consolidated Tank Line’s business 
Illinois, Indiana and Ohio, with 
MacDonald as President of the 
Kentucky company. I then went with 
the Standard Oil Co. of Kentucky, 
under Mr. MacDonald. L. J. Drake, Gen- 
eral Manager of the lowa company, be- 
came then, to the best of my recollec- 
tion, General Manager of the Standard 
Oil Co. of Indlana, with which he 
ls still connected, I believe, as Vice- 
President. 

“My connection with the Standard Oil 
Co, of Kentucky lasted until March 31, 
1904. In 1902, 1 visited the Waters-

Pierce Oil Co. offices in St. Louis and 
saw the President, Mr. Finley. i was 
ordered to make the visit by my su- 
perior officer, Mr, C. T. Collings, I be- 
ing then the manager of the Decatur 
Station of the Standard Oil Co. of 
Kentucky, ot which Mr. Collings was 
Vice-President: I went to talk over the 
territorial lines of the two companies in 
Illinois. The Republic company had been 
selling oll in my territory. I said to Mr. 
Finley of the Waters-Pierce company 
that I could not understand why the Re- 
public company, a friendly interest, 
should name the price they were nam- 
ing in IlMnois after Mr. Collings had ex- 
plained to me that they were in busi- 
ness and being operated for the purpose 
of securing trade that was antagonistic 
to regular Standard Oil interests. Mr. 
Finley replied that I was certainly mis- 
taken in regard to the price I men- 
tioned, for the manager of the Republic 
Oil Co. reported to him regularly and 
he fixed the price ghat the St. Louis 
branch of the Republic company made. 
The interview ended with that.“ 


All Had Same Office. 


In reply to questions on the general 
connection of several of the long array 
of subsidiary companies of the Stan- 


dard Oil breed,“ with the parent, the 
witness said: 

“Among the officers of the Standard 
Oil Co. of Indiana, Mr. J. L. Drake had 
an office at 26 Broadway, New York. 
The Standard Oil Co. of Kentucky also 
had an office in the same building. Stein, 
who worked as traveling auditor for the 
Standard Oil] Co., was under the direct 
management of Wade Hampton, chief 
offiicer of the Standard Oi) interests. 
There were two Steins, brothers, both 
traveling auditors for the Standard 
company. My books were audited by 
both of them,” 

At the hearing in Kansas City on July 
10, A. H. Gardner testified that while 
in the service of the Continental Oil 
Co., which the public might suppose to 
be engaged in selling oil in open mar- 
ket, he made his reports to W. T. Jor- 
dan, Vice-President, and Mr. 
of the Continental Oil Co. 
way, New York.” 

The obvious bearing of such testimony 
on the case in Missouri is to illustrate 
the number of allases under which the 
Rockefeller management of the Stand- 
ard Oil Co. operates and the number of 
subsidiary companies it either creates 
or controls through complete or partial 
absorption or combination. 

The operation of the managers of the 
Standard through such “subsidiary 
companies, with which they combine 
to bring about the closing of the market 
in Missouri or elsewhere to general 
trade in oil, is one of the most impor- 
tant points the present proceedings are 
developing. 

The question on such evidence is of a 
violation of the law of the State in 
question and also of the Federal law 
under which any sort of a combination 
with subsidiary companies“ to create 
monopoly is as much an offense as the 
combination of independent corporations 
which agree to fix and maintain prices 
against the consumer. 


No Competition, Say Dealers. 


Four local dealers ju oil in St. Louis 
testified that, in their retail trade, they 
found no competition between the Re- 


yublic, the Waters-Pierce and the 

tandard Oil companies. 

The chief defense against the testi- 
mony as it was developed by the attor- 
Neys representing the three companies 
is that of the prejudice of the wit- 
nesses as men with “grievances” 
against the Standard Ot] and the other 
companies.. The most direct and sensa- 
tional evidence was given as from the 
inside“ by former employes of the 
Standard and its allies, and its credibil- 
ity is impeached on the ground, that 
they were dropped, that they quarreled 
with the companies or that they bear 
ill-will on some account. 

The general impeachment of the testi- 
mony as a whole is on the ground of the 
supposed prejudice of the public against 
the Standard Oil Co. and its subsidiary 
corporations. The public in this m- 
peachment is supposed to be not only 
too prejudiced to judge fairly, but too 
ignorant to be capable of judging. 

At Kansas City on July 11. . H. 
S. Priest presented the general impeach- 
ment of the testimony and of the pub- 
lia. by declaring that the Attorney-Gen- 
eral was attempting to use the witnesses 
to “appeal to the ignorant prejudice of 
the populace.” 


“Collateral Violation of Law.” 


In examining Mr. L. C. Lohman ot 
Jefferson City the Attorney-General 
wished to develop the inethods by which 
combinations directed by the Standard 


Oil Co. nad prevented him from obtain- 
ing supplies of oil, except under their 
own terms. The Attorney-General 
asked: 

Have you any correspondence in 
your possession between the Waters- 
Pierce Oil Co. and the railroad com- 
panies in reference to that?“ 

Objected to by the respondents 
through, Mr. Priest, who said: 

“Neither of the respondents is here 
charged with confederating with rail- 
roads. Of course, if this matter is at- 
tempted and is ruled as material, we 
will have to go into the testimony, 
and there will be no end to these col- 
lateral issues, which are not suggested

The con- 
sequences were invariably eviction, 
which, Gladstone said, amounted to a 
gentence of death. 

There was no thought of a redistribu- 
tion of seats in those days, because the 
Government of Great Britain had the 
Irish representation in its pocket. 

It is only when the Irish national 
spirit has been revived and an independ- 
ent Irish party, numerically strong, is 
@ menace to English party government 
that the question of a redistribution of 
Beats comes up. 

An editgrial writer in a St. Louis pa- 
per justifies the proposition of a redis- 
tribution of seats on the. theory that 
conditions are changed, and that what 
was fair in 1800 would be manifestly 
improper in 190. The whole matter ap- 
pears to hinge on the question of pop- 
ulation. 

The population of Ireland is about the 
same today that it was a hundred years 
ago, but the population of England has 
considerably increased. ‘Then why not 
give increased representation to En- 
gland and leave Ireland in the position 
in which the treaty of Union fairly and 
squarely places her. 

The act of Union says that this treatv 
shall be abrogated only with the mu- 
tual consent of the contracting parties. 
but Mr. Balfour, the Chief English 
Minister of the day, says a change is 
desirable. As far as England is con- 
cérned, it is a question merely of ex- 
pediencey, and the wishes of Ireland 
will be completely ignored in the mat- 
ter. 

It is nat the first time in the history 
of the relations between England and 
Ireland that the former country has 
violated its solemn treaty, so that the 
contemplated action of.the British Gov- 
ernment should cause no surprise. The 
population idea is the shallowest sort 
of an excuse, , 

In 1544 the population of Ireland was 
over elght millions, but it never oc- 


curred to the English Government of 
the day that the representation of Ire- 
‘Jand should be increased proportionately, 
It is oniy when the population has 
dwindled that the redistribution ques- 
tion becomes of vital moment to the 
Pa noe assembly of Great Br. tain. 
r. Balfour’s intention is to reduce the 
representation of Ireland from 1083, which 
has been solemnly guaranteed her by 
treaty, to 80. This redistribution is not 
intended and will not affect the Orange 
party in Ulster; its sole object is to 
weaken the Irish Parliamentary Party 
by a loss of 20 members. | 
But recent events have shown that 
English ministers cannot much longer 
rely on the loyaity of the Orange gar- 
rison in Ireland. And on the day when 
there is a unification of Orange and 
Green in Jreland, the very foundations 
of English rule in that land wl) be 
thoroughly mired and will need only 


a spark to destroy it.

GALVESTON, Tex., July 22.—The fish 
and oyster law is in effect. 

The law is intended to protect the le- 
gitimate dealer in fish and oysters, aise 
the fishermen and oystermen, and to 
encourage the cultivation of the indus- 
try in Galveston Bay, with especial ref- 
erence to oyster-growing. 

A tax will be collected on every bar 
rel of oysters and every pound of fish 
brought into Galveston, and every man 
offering fish or oysters for sale will 
have to be provided with a permit is- 
sued by Deputy Commissioner Canty, 
The tax is 2 cents per barrel on oysters 
and 1-10 of a cent @ pound on fish. 
In addition, every boat engaged in the 
trade will be taxed $1 per man per an- 
num. 

For instance, when a boatload of fish 
comes in, the Deputy Commissioner will 
collect the tax on oysters or fish or 
both and give a receipt for same, which 
is to be kept by the boatman or fisher- 
man. In addition a permit will be is- 
sued by the Commissioner to the boat. 
man or fisherman, which authorizes him 
to dispose of the fish either in the mar- 
ket or by private sale. The law a'so 
gives the Fish Commissioner and his 


deputies power to confiscate all fish 
upon which the tax has not been paid. 
To better illustrate this feature of the 
regulation, say the County Commission- 
er drops into the egtablisnment of one 
of the fish and oyster deaiers and asks .

Lately the big pitch- 
er has refrained from using the saliva 
spheroid, as the stores he has heard of 
its effect on the arms of different twirl- 
ers has bothered and worried him, and 
he does not care to take chances of in- 
juring his arm. 

It is the terrific speed that Bender 


uses that has made his spitball so ef- 
fective, and Manager Mack tells of sev- 
eral instances where Bender would 
pitch this delusive ball for the batter's 
waist and it would take a sudden slant- 
ing drop, usually finishing up about the 
catcher’s knee.

I do 
not want my name presented to the 
public as an Indian, but as a pitcher. I 
am 25 years old. My mother was Chip- 
ewa, my father white. I was born at 
“*hippewa Falls, Wis. My home is at 
Carlisle, Pa. I never played ball before 
going to the Government College. Five 
years of study one spends there before 
graduation. } was enthusiastic about 
the game from the moment I saw it 
played. I made a resolve to be a pitcher 
—since then I have tried to be a good 
one. What success I have had I owe 
to Manager Mack and my team mates. 
They work hard behind me, and their 
earnestness aids me. After I left col- 
lege I joined the Harrisburg Athietic 
Club team, the same organization that 
is now playing ball in the outlaw league, 

fared well with them, being very for- 
tunate. Three years ago Manager 

Mack mada me an offer and 1 joined 
his club. Have been with the Athletics 
ever since. Am well satisfied to remain 
as long as he wants me. This year I 
have not been going as well as I an 
ticipated when the season opened. I 
have been pitching fair ball, but I have 
not been getting my percentage of vie- 
tories.

Twenty-Four Hours After 
Shooting Helpless Wife, He 
Returns to Scene of Crime 
and Completes His Purpose to 
Destroy Himself Near Where 
Wife's Body Lies. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch: 

LANCASTER, Mo., July 22.—One of 
the saddest tragedies in the history of 
Schuyler County was enacted eight 
miles east of this place when Alonzo 
Jackson, aged 22, in a fit of temporary 
insanity, shot down his pretty, young 
wife and then, after eluding the officers 
who were hot on his trail for 24 hours, 
returned to the scene of his crime and, 
in a stone’s throw of the room where 
the body of his young wife lay, ended 
his own life. 

Jackson was the son of Thomas Jack- 
son, a highly respected farmer, living 
east of Lancaster. He was a powerfully 
built young man, over six feet tall, 
and was considered a model youth in 
the neighborhood in which he lived. 

Last December he quarreled with his 
father over some trivial matter and 
went to live with the family of Reason 
McDaniels, with whose pretty 1l4-year- 
old daughter he had been Keeping com- 
pany. On Jan. 18 the young couple,

In the excitement which followed, 
Jackson escaped, and, for 24 hours 
he traveled by foot and managed to 
elude the officers at every turn. When 
night came on, footsore and weary, 
he turned toward the scene of his 
crime, and traveled steadily on until 
in view of the house where his wife 
lay dead. 

Then, with deliberation, he set about 
his task of self-destruction. He wrote 
a note stating he had killed his wife 
and would serve himself the same way. 
He carefully adjusted his clothing, but- 
toning the coat, which had first been 
worn on his wedding day, just six 
months before, tightly across his breast, 
as though arranging for his own burial 
He then tied the rope. which he had 
secured somwhere in his flight, to a 
large tree. After adjusting it about his 
neck, he carefully cut away the limbs 
that they might not interfere with his 
fall. Then he climbed onto the limb 
and shot himself. His body fell until the 
rope arrested the drop. 

Thirty minutes later, when Sheriff 
Wardlow and his men arrived, they 
found his dead body, which had already 
been discovered by the McDaniels fam- 
ily, who heard the report of the pistol.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—The War De- 
partment continues to receive applica- 
tions for the admission into Indian Ter- 
ritory of certain wines and liquors. 

For several years one solicitous indi- 
vidual has been asking that he be al- 
lowed to import a small quantity of wine 
for medical purposes, the patfent being 
his wife, who is troubled with chills, a 
disability which does not seem to be 
removed by the application of the wine, 
since his request is almost periodical. 

A recent application has been received 
from some wine dealers, who said their 
material was destined for sacramental 
purposes. Some years ago this question 
came up in the same form, and it was 
then determined that the wine could be

poses when the application was made 
by the clergyman who has charge of 
the wine, through his ecclesiastical su- 
perior or with other evidence of au- 
thority.

MOUNTAINS NOT ONLY 
HOMES OF THE STILLS 


Law-Breakers Frequently Op- 
erate in Cities and One Still 
Was Recently Found in 
Handsome Maine Home. 


By Wire from the Washington Bureau 
of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, July 2. The killing 
of three moonshiners and the wounding 
of three others in a fight between the 
illicit distillers of whisky and revenue 
officers in Buchanan County, Virginia, 
has aroused fresh interest in the subject 
of moonshining tn general. According to 
John W. Yerkes, Commissioner of In- 
ternal Revenue, the illicit distilling of 
spirits is by no means confined to the 
wild mountain districts. 

Moonshiners,“ he says, now operate 
in the large cities of the country, where 
one would least expect to find them.“ 

Asked as to what remedy he proposed 
as the best means of stopping the illicit 
trade, the Commissioner replied: 

There is just one way to wipe out 
mvoonshining, and that is to take the tax 
off distilled spirits. It is the only way. 
So long as the Government imposes a 
tax there will be attempts to evade the 
tax, and in some degre these attempts 
will be successful.“ 

That the efforts of the revenue officers 
have reduced moonshining to a minimum 
there is no doubt, and some of them 


far distant when the distillation 
liquor contrary to law will be entirely 
a thing of the past. But Commissioner 
Yerkes does not delude himself with the 
Idea that moonshining 
prohibited. 

„There is moonshining in many parts 
of the country,” said the com mission- 
er, “despite the efforts of our men to 
stamp it out. I have no doubt that il- 
licit distilling is being carried on at 
this very minute in New York, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, St. Louis, and other 
cities. At frequent intervals our’ men 
uncover illicit stills in the large North- 
ern and Eastern cities, while down in 
the mountain districts of Georgia, Ken- 
tucky and other Southern States ‘moun- 
tain dew’ is distilled by the natives in 
defiance of the law. A good deal of 
moonshine whisky used to be made in 
Pennsylvania, but illicit distilling has 
been about wiped out in that State. 

You would scarcely expect to find an 
illicit still in a beautiful residence up in 
Portland. Me., would you? Yet that 
is just where our revenue agents un- 


covered one. Sometimes we get a clue 
'from the most unexpected source. Som 
lof our men, about two years ag», dis 
de nn that a considerable amount o 
[rough sugar from Cuba wus heing 
| brought in through the port of Zoston. 
It was the kind of sugar. that it use! 
in the manufacture of rum, ¢crd we 
could not imagine to what other use it 


— | could be put. 


“So our men ascertained where it was 
“hipped from Roston and learned the 
„ame of the man to whom it was con- 
signed in Portland. They went * there 
and found that he had bought a 
ful house on the outskirts of the city 
and that the sugar was taken to this 
house. The result was that they got 
into the place and found a still in opera- 
tion. 

“The revenue agents some time ago 
came to the conclusion that illicit whis- 
ky was being made right in the heart 


the still. Finally, one of them noticed 
a well-dressed young’ man, who made

That was the distinctive feature of 
the police raid. Nobody was arrested— 
nobody. was interfered with.

Mobilization of Police. 

But the raid was imposing before 1 
began. There were the 32 footmen, 
commanded by Lieut. McKenna and 
three sergeants, riding boldly, to the 
scene on a street car; there were the 
12 mounted men, with Capt. McNamee 
at their head, riding boldly on horse- 
back down Delmar boulevard, dashing 
across the city limits and kicking up 
an awful dust. 


And there were Kiely and Desmond 
and Stewart and the eight detectives. 
coming up nonchalantly on trolley car: 
to take the leadership. 

Most people knew the raid was to be 
made. Word had come from Gov. Folk 
at Jefferson City earlier in the day 
that the golice of St. Louis were to do 
what the sheriff and deputy sheriffs 
und constables of St. Louis County haa 
failed to do—raid the track which was 
permitting betting in defiance of law. 


Excitement at Track. 

The early excitement was intense. It 
was manifested in the action of all the 
“track-sore regulars’’ who were there 
at their old hopeless game of trying to 
“pick em It was manifest in the ac- 
tion of the track owners, who hoverea 
about the club house balconies as look- 
outs, scanning the horizon for the first 
sign of the approaching army. It was 
manifest among the bookmakers, who 
did not nave their books, or even thel: 
slates,\ but wandered warily about the 
betting ring trying to establish con- 
nection with discreet persons who 
wanted to get down a little bet.“ 

At one time an automobile went dash- 
ing past tne betting ring. The chauf- 
feur was blowing his horn, and the ma- 
chine was chugging. Police,“ shouted 
someone, and there was a stampede. 
The police did not come in the dust lett 
by the auto however, and the betting 
ring frequenters went back to thelr 
task. 

The time set for the raid was 3 
o'clock. As the hour approached the 
excitement grew; as it passed the track 
habitues began to laugh.

GOV. FOLK’S LE D TTER ORDERING 
CITY POLICE TO RAID DELMAR 


Following is Gov. Folk’s letter to President Stewart of the St. Louis 
Police Board ordering the police to raid Delmar racetrack: 
“Information having come to me that a state of lawlessness exists in 
St. Louis County; that men backed by millions of wealth and political in- 
fluence are openly committing felonies by registering bets on horse races; that 
dramshop keepers, in flagrant defiance of the statutes, keep their places open 
on Sunday; that men are openly held up and robbed in the orgies and the 
genera] debauchery following the violations of this law; 
their trade uninterrupted and scoff at the authority of the State; that the 
laws of the State are nullified and the statutes of the State trampled in the 
dust, and the honor of the State assailed without interference or hindrance, 
and that the local officials either cannot or will not uphold the laws there; and, 
“Whereas, such conditions cannot be tolerated in Missouri; 
. “Whereas, it is the sworn duty of the Executive to execute the laws of

“Wheras, the Governor, as the supreme conservator of the peace through- 
the scheme separating the city and the county, which was voted upon by the 
people of the whole county in accordance with the constitution, given the 
same jurisdiction in the county as in the city; and, 

“Whereas, the Goveronr, as the supreme conservator of the peace through- 
out the State, has the right to call on the metropolitan police as a 
military arm of the State, to preserve peace and order and suppress oulawry; 

“Dow, therefore, in order to maintain the peace and dignity of the State 
and to preserve the majesty of the laws of the State, you are hereby directed 
to instruct the Chief of Police of the City of St. Louis to detail fifty officers, 
or more, for duty in St. Louis Gounty, with orders to proceed, with all con- 
venient speed to Delmar racetrack,, in said County of St. Louis, and there 
arrest any and all persons feloniously registering bets, and to ‘seize and hold 
as evidence all money, papers and paraphernalia connected with said felonies. 

“When so arrested, the felons wlli be taken by the officers before some 
justice of the peace of the county and warrants sworn out for them, with the 
officers as witnesses, in the usual way. The arrests must continue from day 
to day so long as the felonies are committed. 

“The officers should be further instructed to see that the dramshop laws 
and the gambling laws are observed, and to close all dramshops found to be 
open contrary to the statute in such cases made and provided, and to arrest all 
These outlaws, when so arrested, will be 
turned over to the sheriff, and warrants sworn out for them before a justice 
of the peace, in the manner and form above set out.

Five Miles of Missouri Pa- 
cific Track Are Replaced.

PARIS, July &.—Santos-Dumont 
preciates that he will have to 
sharply to his laurels after 
Sational trip of the Lebaudy airship 
this week from Mantes to Meax, 60 
miles, more or less against the wind, 
followed by a second trip of 18 miles 
dead against a strong head wind from 
Meaux to Laferte. 

The airship traveled at a rate of 14 
miles an hour and appeared completely 
to dominate atmospheric conditions. Al! 
authorities at the Aero Club, including 
Santos-Dumont, agree that this is the 
greatest achievement yet reached to- 
ward proving the practicability of 
aeria] navigation. The journey was un- 
dertaken to prove the availability of 
the airship for military purposes, Min- 
ister of War Berteaux giving the or- 
der of departure, also sending a spe- 
cial officer aboard to prepare a detailed 
report of the incidents of the trip to 
Meaux. A uadron of huszars was 
specially detailed to the parade ground, 
where the airship descended, in order to 
keep the crowd from wrecking the air 
ship through too great enthusiasm.

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PACKERS’ TRUST 
MUUDYS THEME 


Attorney-General Tells How 
Prosecution Began When 
Unavoidable. 


HAD TO WORK QUIETLY 


— — 


Nearly 200 Witnesses Subpe- 
naed at Same Time All 
Over the Country. 


NAHANT, Mass., July 22.—Attorney- 
General Moody spoke before the Lincoln 
Club today on its annual outing. He 
spoke in defense of his own and the 
conduct of the President in daring to 
bring to trial nnen of the beef pack- 
ers’ trust. 

He made it very. clear that the prose- 
cution was forced by the packers them- 
selves. And if he could have told the 
Lincoln Club this sooner he would have 
done so. But Mr. Moody says it is 
not always possible in the Department 
of Justice to, take the public into full’ 
confidence just at the inception of 
things. 

Mr. Moody made it clear that effective 
action was taken only after a loud how! 
went up from all parts of the country 
and the Chicago District Attorney had 
confessed he could find no evidence. 

“In May, 1902, said Mr. Moody, At- 
torney-General Knox filed a bill in 
equity in the Circuit Court of the 
United States at Chicago in which it 
was alleged that defendants (seven cor- 
porations, one co-partnership and 23 in- 
dividuals) had entered into a combina- 
tion by which they conspired to sup- 
press competition in the purchase of 
livestock and in the sale of fresh meat 
throughout the country and for the ob- 
taining of rebates from common car- 
riers on account of their shipments of 
meat. 


Appeal Was Rejected. 


“In — are 1908, the demurrer of 
the defendants to this bill was over. 
ruled in an opinion by Judge Grosscup. 
In May, 1903, an injunction was issued 
against all the defendants, forbidding 
the continuance of the conspiracies al- 
leged the bill. 

The defendants appealed to the Su- 
oreme Court of the thited States, and 
n January, 1905, with the assistance of 
Mr. Day, I argued the case before thai 
court. In the same month the caste 
was decided in favor of the Governmen: 
by a unanimous court and the deeree 
of the Circuit Court was affirmed in 
all substantial partieu ars. 

It was soon reported that this de- 
cree was not observed. 

“On Feb. 21, 19%, by telegraphic or- 
ders of the department subpenas to 
nearly 200 witnesses were served simul- 
taneously by the different United States 
marshals throughout the country. The 
strictest gecrecy was enjoined on these 


officials. 

“On Feb. 24, 1905, the Attorney-Gen- 
eral sent a circular letter to each 
United States attorney directing him to 
gather such evidenct on the subject as 
might be found in his district and for- 
ward any memorandum thereof to the 
District Attorney at Chic2go.

No Influence Used. 


“It would have been unwarrantable 
impertinence for the Attorney-General 
to seek in any way to influence its de- 
liberations on the evidence presented. 
The Attorney-General had performed 
his full duty by causing to be submit- 
ted to that body every scrap of avail- 
able evidence. This was done. The 
power and responsibility of indicting’ or 
refusing to indict them rested on the 
grand jury. 

“On the first day of July last the 
grand jury returned an indictment with 
10 counts against various individuals and 
corporations, charging various viola- 
tions of the so-called anti-trust act; 
and another indictment against the 
managers and employes of one of the 
packing houses for @ conspiracy to ob- 
tain rebates from thé railroads, being 
common interstate carriers, in the trans- 
portation of their products. 

“It is my hope and belief that these 
indictments may be brought to trial 
during the current year. In the mean- 
time both the principles of law and a 
sense of fair play require us all to hold 
our judgments in suspense. Let us hope 
that this verdict wiil be a declaration 
of truth in fact as it is in name.”

This proof con- 
sists of an affidavit from the girl in 
which she exonerates Parks completely, 
and a confession from Dan Regan, who 
is now serving a sentence in Nevada 
for murder. 

Parks’ story is a pitiful one. He is 
now free, not even bound by the re- 
strictions usually placed on a paroled 
prisoner, but he is far from happy. His 
young wife secured a divorce imme- 
diately upon his conviction. His meager 
savings and little home were swal- 
lowed up in fighting his case. is 
brother and aged mother also ex- 
hausted thetr funds in the cause. But 
what hurts him worst of all are the 
five years spent behind San Quentin's 
bars under the stigma of a disgusting 
felony.

Testimony That hits 10 Per Cent of Those in Use Are 
‘Right Wins Verdict Against Laclede 


Co. 


A too energetic meter cost the La- 
clede Gas company $18.38 in the form of 
a judgment given.by Justice O’ Halloran 
in favor of the Stephens Lithographing 
Co. — 

The Court held that the plaintiff com- 
pany was entitled to a return of 5 
per cent of the amount it had paid the 
gas company during three years, be- 
cause tests showed that the meter had 
registered 5 per cent more gas than 
was actually delivered. 

The hearing resulted in the Court 
learning many things about the tend- 
encies of gas meters that the Court had 
not known before. For instance, he 
had the statement of Vice-President 
James of the Standard Meter Testing 
Company that about 10 per cent of the 
meters sent out by the gas companies 
are right. The rest are too fast or too 


Slow, he said. 


According to the testimony presented, 
two tests, one at the office of the 
Standard Meter Testing Co. and the 
other at the Laclede company’s office 


for Consumer. 


proved that the meter had been too 
busy. 

The test at the testing company *s of- 
fice showed the excess to be 5 per cent; 
that at the gas company’s plant, 3 9-100 
per cent too rapid. In the former test 
gas was used; in the latter, air. It was 
contended by the plaintiff that gas was 
the proper material for a test. 


J. O. Jones, who has been in the meter 
department of the Laclede company 
many years, sald that about 50 per cent 
of the meters sent out are accurate. 
The rest, he said, are either fast or 
slow. In use, he said, the tendency is 
for meters to become slow. 

The Court was enabled to reason then 
that if meters in use had a tendency to 
become slow and the meter of the Ste- 
phens company was registering 5 per 
cent too much gas at the end of three 
years, it had been registering at least 


that amount in excess of the right 
amount during that time. Accordingly 
he gave judgment for 5 per cent of 
amount paid the company during three 
years.

Rockefeller, just issued by the Govern- 
ment, the Standard Oil king is a truly 
good man—entirely different from the 
money-mad monopolist pictured dy 
Miss Tarbell and others. 

The Government is now distributing 
broadcast to every school anad library 
in the country a series of sketches of 
“Educational benefactors,’’ gotten up 
by the Commissioner of Education in 
the Department of the Interior. 

Carefully tucked away in the series 
is a tender character study of Mr. 
Rockefeller. His career is gently traced 
from the cradle to the present. Not a 
criticism, not a single harsh word, not 
even the slightest insinuation against 
his motives has crept into the sketch. 

It is said that Mr. Rockefeller's at- 
torney are preparing to republish the 
government eulogy of their distin- 
guished client as a complete answer to 
all that has ever been uttered against 
him. 


Gets Fabulous Results. 


Mr. Rockefeller's career in the oll in- 
dustry is thus briefly and tenderly 
conned over by the Government's offi- 
clal biographer. 

„He early began to appreciate the ef- 
forts to secure cheap lighting—illumina- 
tion,“ the biographer says. Crude pe- 
troleum was offensive to the smell. He 
saw what was needed, and out of his 
school chemistry he was aided in de- 
vising methods of purifying the crude 
oil, saying to one of his teachers: ‘I 
think I can relieve this substance of 
its offensive smell.’ His efforts were 
successful.

There- 
in he said: ‘‘What will be said by those 
who come after us when, 100 years 
hence, this city celebrates its second 
anniversary and reference is made to 
vou and me? Will it be said that this 
or that man had accumulated great 
treasure? No! All that will be forgot- 
ten. The question will be: What did 
we do with our treasures? Did we or 
did we not use them to help our fellow- 
men? This will be forever remembered.’

PORTSMOUTH, N. H., July —An 
electric spark today discharged 4 tons of 
dynamite and a three-acre ledge that 
had menaced navigation in the Piscata- 
qua River was destroyed. 

The setting off of this enermous 
amount of explosive, said to have been 
the greatest ever handled at one time in 
this country, if not in the world, was 
attended by little danger and by no ac- 
cident. It was declared a “complete 
success, both by the contractors who 
had carried out the undertaking and by 
the United States Government officials 
who have supervised the work. 

Gov. McLane of New Hampshire and 
other prominent men witnessed the ex- 
plosion as guests of honor, while on the 
shore of the river and on islands in 
the harbor about 30,000 persons saw it. 
The event was the climax of three 
years’ work, which involved the ex- 
penditure of nearly $750,000, and as a re- 
sult of it the new Government drydock 
at the navy yard here is given an ap- 
proach of sufficient width and depth to 
permit the safe passage of 2 largest 
vessel afloat.

BOILER LEAKED SOME 
WHILE AT HONOLULU. 


HONOLULU, July 22.—Repairs on the 
Bennington occupying three weeks’ time 
were made here by the Catton-Neill 


company, but not on the boilers. 

The main shaft of the port engine 
was lifted out and the thrust collars 
rebabbitted. The piston rod of the 
port engine, which was bent half an 
inch on the way here, was straightened 
and a crew under Chief Machinist Bert 
Wheeler repaired the steampiping. 

There is a rumor here that the Ben- 
nington’s boilers were leaking before 
she left. 

On ber recent departure from this port 
the Bennington was d«layed two hours 
because one of her bodlers was rende 
uselss by a leaking pug. The vesse wis 
scheduled to start at 11:30 p. m. on July 
8. but left at 1:30 a. m. on July 9, taking 
acting Gov. Atkinson and several others 
to the leper settlement on the Is and of 
Molokal. 

One boiler was understood to be leak- 
ing when the vessel went to sea. An 
hour later a report was made to the 
Captain that the bofler was working all 
right. The Bennington visited the 
leper settlement and remained part of 
July 9. She then returned to Honolulu, 
but staved off the harbor, sending the 
Honolulu veople who were on board 
ashore in a launch. 


DELAYED REPAIR CAUSED 
BENNINGTON DISASTER. 


WASHINGTON, July 22.—The follow- 
ing additional report was received from 
Commander Young tonight:

There was no noise, only a thick thud, 
which filled the ship from stem to stern 
full of scalding steam, soot and ashes, 
even so much so that main deck was 
uninhabitable, and those that were not 
blown overboard, jumped over for air 
and, in my opinion, many of these were 
drowned, for 1 still have 17 missing that 
cannot be accounted for.

has left marks of its passing. 
Sickness has increased because of the 
hot days. The heat has partially left 
the atmosphere, but the fever that 
it induced remains. There are more 11 
ones now than there were when the 
heat was at its height. 

Children have sickened because of eat- 
ing food that the heat had affected, 
those that were ill before have be- 
come weakened and it will take days 
before they regain strength. 

For these reasons the requests for 
lee have increased. Tickets have been 
distributed and ice delivered to all those 
who needed. 

The demands for pure milk have also 
increased. St. Loulsans are learning 
its value for grown persons as well 
as children, and orders for wholesome 
milk are growing numerous. It serves 
as an excellent food for patients surf- 
fering from tuberculosis,

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White Rat Market Is 
Likely to Be Cornered 
by Lazy Germ Hunters.

WASHINGTON, July 2—80 
many are the varieties of the 
hook worm, the germ of laziness, 
that the Marine Hospital service 
is unable to get a large enough 
‘supply of white mice and rats to 
use in its experiments to discover 
a serum that will kill the worm. 
This fact was brought to the 
official notice of Assistant Secre- 
tary Reynolds of the Treasury 
Department by the Marine Hospi- 
tal service. 
Surgeon-General Wyman told 
Mr. Reynolds that the contractor 
who had agreed to supply the 
service with as many white rats 
and mice as might be needed 
could not carry out his agree- 
ment, and that he wanted au- 
thority to go into the open white 
rat and mice market and buy the 
animals at a price exceeding 5 
cents each. Mr. Reynolds was 
moved by the appeal and granted 
the authority. ‘ 
The buying of white rats and 
mice is not a joke among the doc- 
tors connected with the Marine 
Hospital service. Neither is the 
hook worm. On the contrary, 
they regard the disease caused by 
the bacillus, the technical name 
of which is tinciniarisis, as 80 
serious as to demand all the at- 
tention they can bestow upon it. 
White rodents are the best sub- 
jects for inoculation with the 
germ, and so long as they are to 
be had anywhere, no substitute 

will be accepted.

The daughter replied, that her friend, 
Annie, had given her a cake of carbolioe 
soap and prepared to retire in the front 
room of the home. 


Was Given a Scolding.

plosion Occurred Thirty 
Yards From His Majesty, 
Who Entered Carriage With 
Calmness. 


COMMISSION ORDERS 
TWO HUNGARIANS HELD 


Fifty-Five Horses Hurt and 
American Legation Secretary 
Has Narrow Escape in Diplo- 
matic Corps Pavilion. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, July 22.-—The 
commission appointed to inquire into 
the attempt on the life of the Sultan 
yesterday has ascertained that the ex- 
plosion of the bomb caused the death 
of & persons and wounded 7. 

In addition, 55 horses were injured. 

The preliminary investigations tend to 
show that the outrage was committed 


The bomb which was intended to 
blow up the Sultan fell short and ex- 
ploded about 30 yards from His Majes- 
ty. The latter was at the time on the 
top step of the flight leading from the 
mosque. A panic immediately seized 
the Sultan's entourage and the court 
dignitaries rushed up and implored Ab- 
dul-Hamid to remain in the mosque. 

The Sultan, however, insisted on pro- 
ceeding, and entered his carriage with 
a calmness not usually attributed to 
him, and, picking up the reins, drove 
himself to the Yildiz Palace amid the 
cheers of the admiring’ officials. 


Carriages Smashed. 

The explosion was heard as far aa the 
Pera quarter. Besides the soldiers in 
the vicinity several horses were killed, 
carriages were smashed into match- 
wood and the windows of the pavilion 
reserved for the diplomatic corps were 
broken. The pavilion contained, among 
others, U. Grant Smith, second secre- 
tary of the American Legation here, 
who was accompanied by Capt. Smiley 
of the United States Army.

LEBAUDY’S AIRSHIP IN

PARIS, July 22.—M. Lebaudy's steer- 
able airship has just made a very suc- 
cessful trip from Molsson to Meaux, 
distant 70 miles from each other.

ANTI-TRUST LAW 
JAILS MMR. SMILEY 


Formed a Wheat Pool in Kan- 
sas and Is Statute’s First 
Victim. 

Special to the Post- -Dispatch, 

LA CROSSE, Kan., July ln a little 
tin-roofed stone jail, with the thermom- 
eter standing at 100 degrees in the 
shade for six hours of the day, E. J. 
Smiley is paying the penalty here for 


having violated the Kansas anti-trust 
law. 


Mr. Smiley is said to be the only man 
in the United States who ever suffered 
imprisonment for the violation of such 
a law. Other men have been convicted 


of crimes similar to Smiley's, but hav 
escaped actual imprisonment. 

Secretary of the Kansas Grain 
Dealers’ Assuciation Smiley was ar- 
frested in 102 charged with having 
formed a poo! among the millers of Bi- 
son, a small wheat station a few miles 
east of La Crosse. 

He was convicted in the District 
Court here after a trial which was hard 
fought on both sides. His attorney car- 
ried the case through the courts to the 
United States Supreme Court, and that 
court affirmed the decision of the Rush 
County District Court. 

After vainly trying for a pardon from 
the governor, Smiley came here early 
in May of this year and surrendered to 
J. M. Purcell, the sheriff of the county. 

Nearly every farmer in Kanste re- 
garded the conviction of Smiley as a 
personal victory. 

So interested were the farmers of the 
county in seeing that the sentence of 
ninety days imprisonment imposed by 
the court was carried out that for the 
first month and a half there were from 
three to thirty farmers gathered about 
the jail every day.

SIOUX CITY, Io., July 22.—To a four-

He 
has ridden bad races and has been erit- 
icised for them, but in every case it 
was simply an error of judgment.

He grew 
up in the sadd'e. 

When he was 16 his father placed him 
with a friend as an exercise boy.

The splendidly conducted matinees of 
the North St. Louls Gentlemen's Driv- 
ing and Riding Club and the patronage 
accorded them have pretty well demon- 
Strated that St. Louisans are taking 
considerable interest in harness rac.ng 

The city has not been properly repre- 
sented with a track devoted to the trot- 
ter and pacer since the days of the old 
Forest Park Driving ‘Club and the or- 
ganization of the North St. Louis Club 
in 1902, and the success that has at- 
tended it has been a matter of pride 
to its incorporavors and present mem- 
bers.

WOOD PAVING AGAIN 
BECOMING POPULAR 


Treated With Creosote, Varie- 
ties of American Lumber 
Considered Superior to As- 
phalt in Foreign Cities.

WASHINGTON, July 22.—A new sec- 
tion has been created in the Bureau of 
Forestry called lumber trade.“ Its 
purpose is to study the supply, trans- 
portation, markets and the uses of lum- 
ber and other forest products. The va- 
riois grading specifications wil: be 
brought together for comparison dy 
both buyers and .sellers of lumber, as 
has been done in the case of log rules. 
The new section will also supplement 
the decennia) census by publishing, in 
co-operation with the National Lum- 
bermen’s Association, an annual state- 
ment of the amount of lumber cut and 
niarketed. The movement of lumber 
will be followed from the forests 
through the great commercial Cefiters 
until it reaches the consumer. 

Special uses of wood for Cooperage 
and boxes and for paving blocks will 
be carefully considered. This study will 
inciude an Investigation of the qualities 
of the woods at present used, an esti- 
mate of the supply of the kinds of 
timber available; an investigation of 
the properties öf other and more abun- 
dant woods which may be substituted 
for the kinds now in use, and a study 
of the methods of manufacture with a 
view to reccmmending improvements 
which will Increase the output and less-

The Allgemeine Eiektricitats Gesel 
schaft does not look upon this under- 
taking as the limit of its development 
in the matter of high speed traction 
It goes further. It says plalinly to the 
German Government: 

‘If you would go a trifle faster, say 
125 miles an hour, you may do 80 for 
87.500, 000.

Feasibility Demonstrated. 

The great German corporation mak- 
ing the offer demonstrated the feas bil- 
ity of the new speed and the durability 
of their motors to the engineering’ world 
as far back as 1903, when trials at Zos- 
sen, over the German military. road, 
were successfully made. 

At these trials, now celebrated in the 


‘electrical world, an interesting and en- 


tirely new set of phenomena appeared. 
Dr. Shulz Prendent of the Imperial Ger- 
man Railway Department and chalr- 
man of the Committee on Study of the 
Zossen trials, thus idescribes what will 
soon constitute a part of the every-day 
trip between the two German cities: | 

“Instruments are to be read every 10 
seconds to take measure of speed and 
power. The engineer will be surrounded 
by wires and apparatus that carries a 
current at 14,000 volts. 

It will be possible to observe the 
scenery comfortably, but persons stand- 
ing on stations passed by the train at 
top speed cannot be recognized. No in- 
jurious effects will be felt by air pres- 
sure due to passing trains on the other 
track, because the distance between the 
tracks will be made greater, to do away 
with this very fault. " 

“It is likely that remains of small 
birds and insects will be found after 
every trip on the front of the motor. 
Birds delight in dodging trains, but they 
have been caught by the electric motor, 
which moves faster than any bird 
les. 

Louls J Magee of New York, one of 
the foremost electrical engineers of this 
country and the director in America of 
the Allgemeine Elektricitats Gesell- 
schaft, adds much of interest to the de- 
scription of this new world-beating pas- 
senger train. He says: 

“The passengers in coaches drawn by 
a great electric motor should be much 
more comfortable than in those drawn 
by a sieam locomo jive, for the simple 
reason that the electric power is a non- 
rotary 8 or uniform in draw- 
ing power, while the steam power is a 
reciprocating power, or subject to a 
jerkiness of movement not met with in 
electrically propelled cars. 

The rotary system is a great advan- 
tage. High speed is natural in a motor. 
You can get up maximum speed much 
faster than with the steam. locomotive 
and slow down with more uniformity of 
reduction and quicker. 

“The new trains will-carry no fire to 
ignite in case of an accident. There wil! 
be no smoke and no cinders. There wil’ 
be no botler to burst, no steam to scaid 
and blind, no gases to suffocate. 


Two Miles a Minute. 

It will be possible for the new motors 
to run at 13 miles an hour. This means 
more than two mi es a minute, or within 
six miles an hour as fast as the fastest 


motor at the Zossen trials ran—lal 
miles. The roadbed of the new line is to 
be specially reinmiorced; the track per- 
fectly straight, or with curves of more 
than a mile in radius and free from 
switches except at the terminais, where 
facilities for switching trans and motor 
must of course be maintained. 

“One stop in the 178 miles will de 
made about midway between Beriin and 
Hamburg. 

It has been found that the great ob- 
siacle to long-distance high speed elec- 
trical traction has been the enormous 
amount of power required to prope! 
even a single car. The expense is stu- 
pendous.

In the Zossen experiments it was 
found that the motor car when acce!er- 
ating up to 120 mies an hour requi-el 
2000 horse-power. At a constant speed 
of 110 miles an hour 1300 horse-pow°r 
was expended. The head-end resistance, 
due to the atmosphere, at a speed of 120 
miles an hour, was equivalent to 100 
horse-power. 

It was also found in the Zossen experi- 
ments that it was not safe to have a 
second car as a trailer, at very high 
speed. on account of lateral oscil.ations, 
ven on a track almost entirely straight. 
For high speeds the track must be free 
from short curves, and very high speed. 
such as 100 miles an hour, can be ac- 
complished only on a line where no 
curve has lesser radius than one mie. 
Such a service wou'd require a recon- 
struction of American lines. 

When the Germah Gove nment shall 
have told the Allegemeine E’ekt:icitats 
Geselischaft to go ahead wih its work 
of installing the fastest train service in 
the world; 12 months, or perhaps 18. will 
e'anse before the first train starts. 

Experts here say that the 100 mies an 
hour electrical motor service is not due 
in America for many years yet. 

The conditions here are not yet ripe 
for it.

Operators Raising Fund 
Make Temporary Injunc- 
tion Permanent. 


JOPLIN, Mo., July 22.—The highest 
price pgid for ore this week in the Jop- 
lin district was $48.50, representing a 
high basis price of $44.50, and an in- 
crease of $1 per ton over the price of 
last week. 

The outout from the Bumblebee mine 
sold at that price, while an offer of 
$48.50 was turned down by the manager 
of the Belmont Mining Co., operating 
on the American-Richland lease in the 
Webb City district. One hundred tons 
of ore from the Sparks, Henderson & 
Swinney land at Badger was sold on 
a basis price of $44.50. 

This represents an incréase of $1 per 
ton over the price of last week and a 
high basis of $4.50. Counting back two 
weeks, about the time the British Co- 
lumbia ore was temporarily excluded by 
the ruling made by Secretary Shaw, 
which requires the payment of a 2 per 
cent ad valorem duty on imported ores, 
the increase is $2.50 per ton. The first 
shipment of Canadian ore, consisting of 
five carloads, which was sent to A. B. 
_Cockerill’s Nevada smelter last winter, 
had the effect of lowering the price of

BALFOUR MUST 80 
REDMOND ASSERTS 


“Government Is Dead,” Leader 
Says, ‘Decomposition Al- 
ready Has Set In.” 


BEATEN AT EVERY TURN 


Decision on Redistribution Bill 
Reduced Government Major- 
ity Beyond All Kepair.

New York World. 

LONDON, ue &-—vonn Kedmond, 
M. P., chairman of the Irish parlia- 
mentary party, is the central figure in 
the present acute political crisis. 

He not only made the motion on 
which Balfours ministry was defeated, 
but during the last fortnight he has 
made a series of parllamentary coups 
which paved the way for last Thurs- 
day’s disaster. 

To the Post-Dispatch correspondent 
he said today: 

„It seems utterly impossible to me 
that Balfour can do other than resign 
in view of all the circumstances of his 
defeat. Perhaps for the convenience of 
both parties, neither of which desires a 
dissolution in August or September, an 
arrangement may be arrived at to defer 
actual resignation until October, but 
any way you look at it Balfour's gov- 
ernment is dead. 

“The corpse may be kept above ground 
for a time, but decomposition has al- 
ready set in. It has met the fate of 
every British government in my mem- 
ory in being defeated on the Irish ques- 
tion. 

“Just consider the dramatic series of 
events. A few days ago Balfour intro- 
duced his redistribution stheme, the 
sole object of which was to satisfy the 
anti-Irish feeling of his followers by re- 
ducing the Irish representation in the 
House of Commons by 22 members. 


Balfour Outgeneraled. 


„He intended to rush it through with 
a ocouvle of days’ discussion. 1 

“Then he would have introduced his 
redistribution bill at the nem session 
and kept his Government alive unt 
the autumn of 1906. By raising a e ucla 
point of order I got a decision from the 
speaker compelling Balfour to afford 
ample time for debating his redistribu- 
tion scheme at this session. 

“This was a stagg ring blow and he 
was forced to drop his scheme. Follow- 
ing this up the Irish varty reduced the 
{ overnment majority on a question di- 
rectiy affecting the Minister of War to 
such a low figure that Balfour wis 
Ani stricken. He summoned a special 
meeting of his party members and ap- 
pealed to them to support him by their 
tes. or. he said, he must dissolve. 
They viedged themselves, but with two 
davs we have defeated them outr’ght. 

“The Irish party naturaly fees in- 
tense y gratified over this result. The 
other day Balfour proposed to his sub- 
po ters to reduce our representation. 
Now we have destroyed his Government. 
What more crushing retort could we 
have delivered.”’

When the eminently respectable Prof. Wyckoff of 
Princeton laid aside his “blacks” and his fine linen and, 
properly attired for the trip, took his way into that far 
country, the underworld, he was careful to provide him- 
self with a return ticket. 

He went as a tourist, armed with notebook and pencil. 
I went as an emigrant, doubtful of ever seeing my native 
shores again. I stayed long enough to be accepted as a 
citizen. And, though I remained an alien, I believe I was 
entitled to my naturalization papers. 

One evening recently I walked twice around the old 
Courthouse, friendless, roomless, workless, through causes 
still too unpleasant to be recalled, 

Out of my last dollar I had spent 10 cents for supper and 
§ cents for tobacco. How long would the remainder keep 
me alive? No man in this city of 700,000 souls was more 
alone than I. No man in this country of 80,000,000 had 
fewer kinfolk than I. I stood alone. 

It was Mrs. A. D. T. Whitney, in one of her stories, who 
taught me the lesson that “when in doubt what to do, do 
the next thing.” The next thing for me to do was to find 
a bed. 

I strolled westward on Market street, scanning the lodg- 
ing house signs and the lodgers who lounged about the 
doorways. Presently I came to a place with the office on 
the ground floor. The legend read: 

“Rooms 15, 20, 25 and 50c. Beds 10c. Baths free. By the 
week rooms are $1.00 and $1.50 and up.” 

Let me note here that the attraction of “baths free” was 
a delusion, there being no bathroom in the house, guests 
of unusually cleanly instinct being given an order on 
another house a mile away, owned by the same proprietor. 

I had seen no place at the prices that impressed me more 
favorably. I accepted the situation. I had arrived. Twenty 
men or more were sitting about the office in what struck 
me at disconsolate attitudes reflection of my own mood. 
A few were reading, fewer still were talking. Two incan- 
descent lamps furnished a feeble illumination. In one 


corner a loud-voiced youth was relating to a small group 
his experiences in the Workhouse, from which he stated he 
had t.een recently released. As I listened, it was evident 
that he was as proud of his service as one would have becn 
to have served with Schley and the Flying Squadron. 

These were the impressions of the first moments while I 
waited for a grim-visaged clerk to book two stout laborers 
in overalls and jumpers. I heard them gruffly instructed 
how to find their 10-cent bunks on the third floor. They 
went at once to rest, though it was what our grandmothers 
called early candlelight. 

As I looked about the gloomy, dingy, ill-furnished sitting 
room and saw these two hard-working men shuffle wearily 
up a narrow, dirty, dark stairway, the thought came to 
me, is there no “Carnegie” in St. Louis unwilling to die 
too rich, who will erect, furnish, make comfortable and 
have kept clean, a retreat for deserving, homeless men?. 

How near are YOU to the line? 

My meditations were interrupted by a growl from, the 
clerk: 

“Well, sir, what do you want? 

I turned to face him and looked into the darkest, dullest 
eyes I ever saw, set in a countenance of rugged fierceness. 

Yet from this very man I received continuous courtesy 
and consideration during my stay.

ABOUT HEREDITY 


"T= some are fools and some are clever as a state- 


ment of a literal fact will hardly be denied. Why 

is it so? That is a question which seems worth 
trying to answer. Is there any great universal principle 
or set of laws which makes it inevitable that these striking 
inequalities in mankind must exist, and if so what is it? 
Ther comes the further praetical query, Can the prin¢ip® 
be controlled, and, if so, to what extent aad how? 

According to the biologist, an individual is the sum total 
of three sets of fraits or characters—no more and no less. 
The first set he inherits from his ancestors, immediate or 
remote. The second set he acquires for himself as the 
result of his own environment. The third set he neither 
inherits nor acquires, but is endowed with by Nature from 
birth; they are peculiar to himself and appear for the first 
time in him. Every single trait of any individual is one or 
the other of these. three kinds—inherited, acquired or new 
variations. 

We inherit from our ancestors a legacy which, whether 
we like it or not, we carry with us all our lives. But that 
is only one part of ourselves, although it is an inevitable 
part. We need not despair because our parents were not 
geniuses; we are as unlike them in some respects as we 
are like them in others; vary from their standard either in 
one direction or another, and as a matter of fact the most 
startling new developments may be found in the offspring 
of parents who were in no wise remarkable. We may be 
born with innate capacities entirely unknown to our par- 
ents, and, sad to say, with qualities which they neither 
understand nor appreciate. So it is that every now anu 
then in the world’s history a simple, honest tradesman’s 
son becomes one of the greatest teachers, inventors, paint- 
ers, scientists or preachers of his day and generation. Most 
of the very greatest men in the world's history are of this 
type, men whose parentage gave no indication of the great- 
mess that was to manifest itself in the child, still less ot 
the special direction which that greatuess would take. 

It is not true that the man who takes to drink will 
have children who inevitably become drunken. As often 
as not the families of drunkards are sober as other fam- 
ilies, and, vice versa, the drunkard is often the child of a 
suber father. Nature sets it right in the long run. Ih.

One night French had on the front row a little doctor 
who had been pointed out to the advance man as being 
the most feared man in town. Some rough characters in 
the gallery started to make a rough house, and the man 
who went upstairs to see them was tossed through the win- 
dow into the river. The little doctor remained in his seat 
on the front row, utterly oblivious to the row behind, 
French couldn’t understand, The doctor was reported as 
the slayer of five or six. When it seemed that the dis 
turbers were going to break up the show, French stepped 
out and whispered down to the town bully:

“We were up the Illinois one night last season and had 
a big house. A crowd of rough men came up after we had 
sold out. I told them we didn’t have room for them. They 
showed their money and said they had come 15 miles to see 
the show and meant to see it. They rushed me and went 
in. Things got awful hot inside for a while, but they final- 
ly cooled off, and everything went off all right. It il- 
lustrates the disposition of-a man who had dropped the 
plow at the sound of the calliope and hurried over 15 
miles of hills and hollows to see the show. He’s going to 
see it, and that’s all there is to it. 

“Spalding and Rogers were the pioneers in the river 
show business. They began it 50 years ago. They were old 
circus men, and their first river show was a small cireus on @ 
big flat boat. They poled the boat along shore, going down to 
the mouth of the river and stopping at all towns. Capts. 
A. B. French and E. A. Price followed them, making their 
appearance on the rivers 27 years ago. The show boat had 
been improved by this time, ard had become. a floating 
theater towed by a steamboat. Capt. Price still lives at 
Newport, Ky., and is interested in this and two other 
show boats. Capt. French's widow, Mrs. Callie K. French. 
remains business. She is the only woman on the 
river who is the actual and licensed pilot and commander 
of a steamboat.

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How They Give Their Time and 
Talent to the Children Upon the 
Public Playgrounds — Unselfish

grounds and industrial schools and like that work so well 
that they count it play. 

Some have their specialties, others are glad to do any- 
thing that helps the regular teachers and makes life more 
interesting for the children. 

Some have their regular days for visits. Others go 
whenever they can. Some who could not promise time be- 
cause of plans for the summer did work for the playgrounds 
before the season began. 

Miss Eleanor Tracy is one of the latter. Hers is a name 
dearly loved at the La Salle street playground. Miss 
Westerfield, morning director of that playground, and J 
sat talking on one of the wooden benches of that play- 
ground recently. 

A little girl interrupted us to say: “I’ve just written a 
letter to Miss Tracy.” 

Miss Westerfield explained: 

“Miss Tracy is one of those who gave us not only finan- 
cial aid, but worked for us besides. She arranged for our

It is scarcely possible to 
think of a more true and concise description 
of Oscar II, King of Sweden and Norway, 

the monarch whore refusal to sanction an independent 

consular service for Norway has brought him into par- 
ticular prominence of late. Tall and erect, broad-shoul- 
dered, with a magnificent head of the leonine type, King 

Oscar, dressed in the apparel of his countrymen of 10 

centuries ago, would be a perfect impersonation of the 

brave and brawny Norseman of whom so many sagas have 
been written and sung. 

Not only, however, are the inhabitants of Norway and 
Sweden proud of their monarch on account of the fact 
that in appearance he is a superb specimen of manhood, 
but they admire him for his many gifts and talents, while 
the popularity of His Majesty is also considerably in- 
creased by reason of his singularly sunny disposition, 
which imparts to his manner an extraordinary charm and 
fascination. 

Singularly enough, King Oscar cannot claim to be a 
descendant of the old-time Norsemen, or a true son, 80 
far as ancestors are concerned, of the kingdoms over 
which he reigns. As a matter of fact, King Oscar is the 
grandson of a French peasant. There are few stories 
more romantic than that of the present Swedish dynasty. 
When it was discovered that Charles XIII, who occupied 
the Swedish throne from 1809 to 1818, was childless, Na- 
poleon induced the National Diet at Stockholm to estab- 
lish Bernadotte, his famous general, as Crown Prince. 
Bernadotte, who had been born a peasant at Pau, as- 
ended to the throne in 1818, under the title of Charles 
XTV, his wife Desiree, daughter of the Marseilles broker 
Clary, becoming Queen of Sweden and Norway. 

It would have been impossible for King Oscar to have 
claimed that any royal blood ran in his veins had not 
his father, Oscar I, the only son of Queen Desiree, mar- 
tied Josephine de Leuchtenberg. a granddsughter of the 
Empress Josephine, whose singularly beautiful and ex- 
pressive eyes he alone of all her descendants is said to 
have inherited. 

His Majesty himself has fully told the history cf his 
parents and grandps rente in the novel which he pub i-hed 
some years ago under the pen name of “Oscar Frederiek,“ 
and entitled, “A Romance of the Times of Napoleon and 
Rernadotte.”
